Marx wrote, that beginning with the first capitalist crisis, 
the ideologists turned into "priaefighter* for capitalism'*. 

But, first and foremost, Marx did nflt separate philosophy I 
and economics as if the Utter were the only fundamental, and 
the former nothing but "show'*, Marx maintains that they are 
both as real as life. Throughout his greatest theoretic work, 
Capital . Man castigates "the fetish!* of commoditise” not onU 
c*.' reuse relation* of men at production appear as 'things", but 
gp ne w tally b»csu»* human relations under capitalism are so 
perverse that that it not appearanoei that is indeed what they 
really arei Machine is master of mam not man of machine, 

Marx’s main point was that the driving force of the 
dialectic was man himself, not Just his thought, but the 
whole of nan, beginning with the alienated man at tha point of 
product ion i and that, whereas bourgeois ideologists, because of 
their place in production have a false consciousness because 
they must defend the status quo and are "prisoners of the 
fetishism of ooma od i U s a , i he pro 1 s t ar i so , because of hie 
place in production is the "negative principle" driving to a 
resolution of contrad iet ions. 

In the History of Philoao&hy Hegel had written "It is not 
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c much free as through slavery that man acquired freedom". 

we see that "Praxis" was not Marx’s discovery) but 
Kegel’ e, Whet Marx did w»s to designate practice aa the class 
i truffle activity of the proletariat) In Hegel’s theory, too, 
praxis stands highs r than ths "Ideal of Cognition" boos use It 
hoe "not only the dignity of the universal but is the 3 imply 
actual”. 

It Is true that Hegel himself threw a mystical veil over 
his philosophy by treating it as a closed ontological system, 
cut it would ba a complete mis -reading of Hegel’s philosophy 
•ere we to think that his Absolute is either a mare reflection 
of the separation between philoaphor and the world of materiel 
production, S!L that his Absolute is the mupy absolute of pure 
or intellectual intuition of the subjective idealists from 
Fichte through Jacobi to Schell ing f whose type of bare unity 
of subject and object -as Prof. Bailie has so brilliantly 
phrased it - "possessed objectivity at the price of being 
ins rt leu lata". 

Whether, as with Hegel, Christianity is taken as the 
point of departure or whether - a a with Mar* - the point of 
departure is the gtateriai condition for freedom crested by 
Industrial Ho volution, the essential element la self-evident* 
aan has to fight to gain freedom j thereby is revealed 
'’the negative character" of modem society * 

How the prinoiple of negativity waa not Marx's 
discovery* he simply namsu it "the living worker"! the 
diec.overy of the principle v*e Hegel 1 o. In the end, Spirit 
itself finds that it no longer is antagonistic to the world, 
but is indeed the indwelling spirit Of the community . As 
Hegel put it in his early writings, "The absolute moral 
totality is nothing else than a people ••• (and) the people 
who receive such an element aa a natural principle have the 
mission Of applying it". 

The humanism of Hegel may not be the moat obvious 
char* c tori etic of that moat eoaplex philoaphy, and, in part, 
it was hidden even, from Marx, although l«nin in hie day 
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
